FANTASIZING 


With football in playoff mode 
and spring training two 
months away, participants in 
any of the Web’s innumerable 
fantasy sports leagues may 
see this winter fallow pe- 
riod, a time when they could 
get rusty. Lucky for them, the 
lioth Congress convenes on 
January 4. 

Sure, playing fantasy sports 
might be a great way to turn 
statistical acumen into cold, 4S 
hard cash. But Fantasy Con- 
gress, a project unveiled this 
fall by four Claremont McKenna 
College students, will allow you to keep your 
mind sharp by number-crunching quorums, 
caucuses, earmarks, and filibusters. 

It’s easy! Just create an account, join or 
create a league (sorry, “Massholes for Justice,” 
“Mark Foley Fan Club,” and “McCarthyism R 
Us” are already taken) and set to drafting a 
delegation of real-life Capitol Hill hotshots. 
The better numbers they put up — i.e., the 
better their skill at glad-handing and back- 
slapping and backroom negotiation, thus 
furthering their bills along the tortuous jour- 
ney toward the president’s desk — the more 
points you'll rack up.

The dailies’ Dice-K duel 


Opening Day is still about four months away, but 
the battle cover Daisuke Mat- 
suzaka for a Japanese audience has commenced in 
earnest. Last month, a few days before Christmas, 
the Herald revealed that “select . . . stories and col- 
umns” relating to the Red Sox’ $52-million-dollar 
man would be reprinted in Japanese on the paper’s 
Web site. (Readers simply need to click the Japa- 
nese-flag icon!) Not to be outdone, on December 
28, Clobe affiliate Boston.com announced a content- 
sharing arrangement wherein excerpts of Sox cover- 
age from the paper, from Boston.com, and from the 
Boston Dirt Dogs site (BostonDirtDogs.com) would 
be reprinted in Japanese at Go-RedSox.com, a three- 
year-old site operated by Japanese journalist and 
Globe graphic designer Daigo Fujiwara. “This is no 
mere translation service,” Boston.com editor David 
Beard bragged in a press release, without explain- 
ing why it isn’t. 

In fact, even though sportswriter Gordon Edes will 
be writing a semi-monthly column for Japan’s Sankei 
Daily Sports, the Globe’s early advantage here may not 


be as great as it sounds. After all, Boston.com is pri- 
marily a portal for Globe content, and BostonDirtDogs. 
com is a Boston.com endeavor (though one uncon- 
nected with the Globe’s sports desk.) Also, while this 
observation comes with a big disclaimer —i.e., I can’t 
read Japanese — Go-RedSox.com doesn't look very 
user-friendly just yet. (Among other things, there’s 

a striking lack of graphics.) On the other hand, Japa- 
nese readers will have to start at an English-language 
Web page to get their Herald content — a minor annoy- 
ance, but still. 

Once the season starts and Japanese audiences 
actually have something to read about, we'll have a 
better sense of which of the dailies is winning the 
fight. The smart money’s probably on the Globe, given 
the vast staffing superiority Morrissey Boulevard cur- 
rently has over Herald Square. But if the congenitally 
competitive Herald decides to make an example of the 
Globe in this particular area, that could change. What- 
ever happens, the Globe-Herald rivalry has yet another 
iteration worth watching.

It didn’t take long for Boston’s new police commissioner 
to toe the “blame the citizenry” line concerning the 
department’s dismal homicide-arrest rate. A month into 
his tenure and already faced with his second unsolved 
murder, that of a 14-year-old boy, Ed Davis gathered the 
news media and decried the lack of cooperation from 
potential witnesses, which called “troubling” and 
“astonishing.” 

We started 2006 much the same way. At a press 
conference a year ago, then-commissioner Kathleen 
O'Toole and homicide-unit head Daniel Coleman both 
blamed the low 2005 arrest rate (29 percent, less than 
half the national average) squarely on uncooperative 
witnesses, with Coleman telling those who complain 
to “look in the mirror.” 

Okay, just don’t tell them to step out their front door. 
As it happens, two months before O’Toole’s January 
2006 press conference, someone shot a 19-year-old at the 
very address — 76 Clarkson Street — where police were 
rebuffed this week seeking information about the New 
Year’s Day murder. Six weeks after that press confer- 
ence, someone shot four people, including two 17-year- 
olds, on the porch of 60 Clarkson Street. The shooters 
were never caught. 


If Davis thinks berating the citizen- 
Ty will somehow result in more 
cooperation, he should be 
reminded that it didn’t 
work for O’Toole last 
year. The homicide-ar- 
rest rate for '06 was 32 
percent — for gun ho- 
micides, a shameful 20 
percent.

All told, about 100 murders and 600 non-fatal 
shootings in the past two years have resulted in no 
arrests for the perpetrators. From the point view many 
residents, it’s pretty clear who’s in control of their streets 


—and it’s not Ed Davis. 


This is not a message the BPD hierarchy, or Mayor 


Tom Menino, has been willing to hear. In fact, when the 
2003 biennial city survey revealed a dramatic decline in 
public confidence in the police force, Menino and O’Toole 
responded by burying the results, dismissing them when 
they were revealed (by the Phoenix), and deciding never to 
conduct the survey again.

Open and shut cases 


The Phoenix is not called the Entertainment 
Authority for nothing. So here goes, with 
all the latest shifts in clubland. 

The Rack, Paul Barclay’s upscale pool 
hall near Faneuil Hall, closed after 10 years 
when its lease was up at the end of Decem- 
ber. But the space empty long. 
The Hard Rock Café Boston will move to 
the Clinton Street site this summer, also 
taking over the adjacent and long-vacant 
Uno’s Chicago Grill and knocking down the 
wall. The new Hard Rock will have 16,000- 
plus square feet of space and is expected to 
book bands on a more regular basis and on 
a larger scale. A press release from the Hard 
Rock International said it planned a 40o- 
seat restaurant and a live-music area. 

No one at Hard Rock International 
was available for comment, thanks to the 
holidays, so it’s not clear what the booking 
policy will be or if the Hard Rock intends 
to challenge venues such as Avalon, the 
Paradise, and the Middle East. Locally, a 
Hard Rock spokesperson said the restaurant 
would remain open at its present Clarendon 
Street location until the move. 


With the Rack’s lease up, Barclay says, 
“We had options to renew and did battle 
over it” with the landlord, with whom he 
settled a lawsuit on December 27. Barclay 
says he had planned to close the Rack after 


New Year’s Eve, spend $4 million on renova- 


tions, and reopen the space without pool 
tables in March, emphasizing a “high-tech, 
Cirque du Soleil” feeling. Barclay has no 
doubt that his new club — named, but kept 
a secret — will open, likely this fall. 

“I'm psyched,” he said. “This is great op- 
portunity to free up my schedule. I’m going 
to take a few months off. This is my 29th 
year in business” — Barclay formerly owned 
the Comedy Connection —“and this is the 
best time to walk away and clear your head.” 

Meanwhile, it looks like the Baseball 
Tavern is going to be getting live music. 
Eight months ago, the legendary pub situ- 
ated near Fenway Park since 1963, moved a 
block down the road to 1270 Boylston Street, 
the site of the old Sofia’s. The Tavern now 
has three floors and a roof deck — anda 
521-person capacity that’s more than double 
the old spot. “We’re trying to become more 


well-rounded and [make it] a year-round 
concept,” said general manager Adam 
Hawk. That is likely to mean live music in 
the basement with long-time Boston booker 
Martin Doyle taking over that end. Says 
Hawk, “It’s a cool room in the basement, an 
old-school rock room.” They hope that the 
music will launch in early February, but all 
of that is pending the granting of an enter- 
tainment license by the city. 

Still, no one wants to push the baseball 
fans out. “That’s our bread and butter,” 
said Hawk. They'll be catering to that 
crowd on the other floors, with pub food 
and libations. 

And finally, after a gig by the Dave 
Johnston Band on January 30, Tir na nOg in 
Somerville’s Union Square will be no more. 
“We were trying to renew the lease and the 
landlord put it on hold,” said manager/book- 
er Robert Elliott, “and then he said he wasn’t 
going te renew the lease, he was going to 
take it back himself.” There is second-by-sec- 
ond countdown on their Web site, thenog. 
com. No word on what will replace it.

tis the great irony Gerald Ford’s public 
life that remembered fondly 
death because lost election. los- 
ing the presidency Carter 
1976, Ford’s political persona was indel- 
ibly stamped: was the accidental presi- 
dent who did the right thing for his country, 
even though it cost him the White House. 

That Ford did the right thing now seems 
clear. With the national mood so thor- 
oughly poisoned Watergate, his deci- 
sion to pardon Richard Nixon prompted a 
firestorm protest; Ford’s approval rat- 
ings dropped 4o points amid accusations 
of a “secret deal,” and he was excoriated 
by many of us who now praise him. But, 
though some continue disagree, the ver- 
dict of history has come down squarely on 
Ford’s side: the pardon really did help the 
nation bind the wounds Watergate 
and put the long national nightmare 
Nixon’s presidency behind us. 

Ford’s subsequent loss Carter 
cemented his reputation the ultimate 
stand-up guy but had won, the 
pardon would not have seemed nearly 
couragecus, and Ford’s legacy would likely 
have been defined by the same intractable 
problems that plagued Carter. 


EVERYMAN, KNOW THYSELF 

Many the eulogists who praised Ford 
over the past week cast him sort 
likeable Everyman accurate portray- 
al, Everyman had been college foot- 
ball star, men’s-fashion model, Yale-edu- 
cated lawyer, 13-term congressman, and 
member the Warren Commission. 
Ford was, fact, highly accomplished 
man, but his public image was much less 
than the sum its parts. 

Blame Ford’s Midwestern 
stodginess, his habit genial 
self-deprecation, the inevitable 
comparisons with the brilliant, but 
twisted Nixon. Perhaps most accurately, 


blame it on Chevy Chase, who got rich 
making Ford look like pratfalling 
buffoon. But Ford was smart enough 

to know what he didn’t know, secure 
enough surround himself with aides 
more brilliant than he, and strong 
enough make hard decisions and take 
full responsibility for them. It’s been 

long time since any resident the 
White House fit that description. 

Not that Ford had the makings of a great 
president; far from it. He was too much the 
hidebound conservative economic policy: 
time when stagflation and the energy 
crisis were making a mess of our economy, 
his only response, it seemed, was to veto 
any social-spending bill that crossed his 
desk. Nor was he a visionary: his adminis- 
tration’s fundamental approach was limited 
to building on Nixon's successes (the open- 
ing China and détente with the Soviets) 
and cleaning up Nixon’s messes (Watergate, 
Vietnam, and national economic policy). 

Still, Ford was good president because 
did what the nation needed him 
do. swept after the elephant 
Watergate, restored confidence the 
institutions of national government, and 
humanized presidency that under Nixon 
had bordered the imperial, not the 
sociopathic. Ford could all that because 
immensely decent, honest, and unas- 
suming man who usually tried the 
right thing and often succeeded. 

Plus, he had a really cool wife. 

It’s almost impossible overestimate 
the impact that Betty Ford had 
America grown accustomed first ladies 
like Pat Nixon and Lady Bird Johnson. 
Betty Ford wasn’t one for polite small 
talk and adoring gazes the direction 
her husband; when someone asked her 
question she actually answered it, and 
her candor was refreshing the point 
breathtaking.

On teen sex, birth control, the Equal 
Rights Amendment, and a woman's right 
to choose, Betty Ford spoke not as a politi- 
cian’s wife but as a woman and a mother, 
and her authentic common sense was a 
world removed from the stilted rhetoric 
that passed for political debate. Her 
personal courage, too, inspired millions. 
Her public struggle against breast can- 
cer, early in the Ford presidency, raised 
awareness of a disease that was then 
rarely spoken of, and probably helped save 
thousands of lives. Years later, her victory 
over alcohol and substance abuse, and her 
determination to establish the Betty Ford 
Clinic, likely saved many more. 

In that sense Betty Ford’s impact on 
American society and culture may well 
have been greater than Jerry Ford’s. The

joke, after all. 


GOOD, OLD-FASHIONED 
PARTISANSHIP 

The enduring strength the Ford marriage 
provides good measure Jerry Ford’s char- 
the final analysis, though, get 
an even better sense of Ford’s legacy by mea- 
suring him against the standards of today’s 
Republican Party. 

Ford was the last social moderate to win 
the GOP nomination — certainly the last 
who felt need kowtow the religious 
right. He waged the centrists’ last stand 
against the Reagan Revolution — narrowly 
defeating Reagan for the nomination in 1976 
and almost joining him on the 1980 ticket 
as a vice/co-presidential nominee. He was 
insider to advance to 

e presidency, and one of the la st leaders of

simply to score political points. 

In Congress and in the White House, 
Ford counted among his closest friends Tip 
O'Neill, the Democratic icon who became 
Speaker the House days before 
presidency ended. Both men were intense 
partisans, but theirs was the partisanship 
bygone era time when Republicans 
and Democrats would clash fiercely on the 
floor the House Senate, and then get 
together for drinks after five o’clock. was 
partisanship that did not preclude working 
together for anything corny-sounding 
the good the country. 

Those days are long gone killed 
Newt Gingrich, Lee Atwater, and a genera- 
tion pols and operatives both sides 
the aisle who decided that the era of 24-hour 
news coverage demands no less than 24- 
hour partisan vitriol. 

And now Jerry Ford, who was always too 
much grown-up for that sort Bush- 
league nonsense, gone too. There will 
no more like him, and that is very sad news 
for America.

Since John Kennedy 

ran and won in 1960, the 
region has been hothouse for presiden- 
tial candidates: Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. , Ed 
Muskie, Ted Kennedy, Michael Dukakis, 
Paul Tsongas, John Kerry, Howard Dean, 
Joe Lieberman, Mitt Romney, and Chris 
Dodd (yes, he’s in the running). 

But it’s been long time since was 
a national bellwether — “as Maine goes, 
goes the nation” seems quaint 
anachronism now. 

Even New England’s greatest claim 
national political prominence, the first- 
in-the-nation New Hampshire primary, 
is under siege. The national Democratic 
Party has already placed 
the Granite State among *

contests for the 2008 
election, and the likely 
placement of New Jersey 
and Florida right after- 
ward might retire New 
retail-politics 
mythos altogether. 

Then there’s the stag- 
nation the region’s 
population, confirmed 
new US Census estimates 
released last month, 
which will likely reduce 
for the fourth straight 
time the number 
congressional districts 
and electoral votes. 
November’s elections 
made clear that New 
England solidly blue 
region whose electoral 
votes can penciled 
two years ahead the 
actual election.

When JFK ran in 1960, the six New 
England states had 40 electoral-college 
votes. By the time Dukakis ran in '88, 
the number was 36. For Kerry in 2004, 
it was just 34. 

least one more congressional seat 
will be lost in the next reapportionment 
after the 2010 Census, according to 
two studies using the Census estimates 
released last month. 

That change would leave the Bay 
State with just nine congressional seats 
and 11 electoral votes. Massachusetts 
has already fallen 
behind North Carolina 
and Georgia; after 
reapportionment, 
Washington and 
Arizona will pass 
Massachusetts con- 
gressional districts 
and electoral votes. 

Other parts the 
country are not only 
growing popula- 
tion, but becoming 
more politically com- 
petitive, while New 
England becomes less 
so. was once 
considered politi- 
cally irrelevant state, 
with small, reliably 
Republican popula- 
now play for both 
parties and promises 
higher electoral prize 
than years past. 
The same true the 
top tier Southern 
states includ- 
ing Virginia, North 
Carolina, and Tennessee which have 
proven to be winnable for Democrats, 
and continue gain population and 
importance. Western states such New 
Mexico, Colorado, Nevada, and Montana 
are also newly competitive. 

Considering that the number 
battleground states only growing, 
making ever easier for both parties 
write off New England, the region may 
the verge becoming the Arizona 
the 21st century. 

It’s almost hard believe that 
Connecticut, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
and Maine all gave their electoral votes 
the Republican candidate five 
straight elections, between 1972 and

1988. Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
each went twice during 
that stretch. 

Since then, the only state to go red 
was New Hampshire, one percentage 
point, 2000, For the past four presi- 
dential elections, the six New England 
states have averaged percentage-point 
margin of victory for the Democratic 
candidate. 

The states still have some high- 
ranking Republican officeholders but 
those are mostly holdovers, well-liked 
moderates from the old days. And in 
November, voters went long way toward 
sweeping them out. They left just one 
Republican congressman — Connecticut's 
Chris Shays — two of six governors, and 
four Senators. Plus, all legis- 
lative chambers are now controlled by 
Democrats, most huge margins. 

Still, that New Hampshire vote 2000 
helped give George Bush his margin 
victory. So, the final five weeks 
the 2004 campaign, the presidential 
candidates and outside groups spent 
$4.6 million New Hampshire, and 
$2.1 million Maine and big zero 
Massachusetts, Vermont, Connecticut, 
and Rhode Island, according study 
FairVote, election-reform advocacy 
group based Maryland. 

Even the New Hampshire and Maine 
figures were meager, given the nearly 
quarter-biilion dollars spent televi- 
sion advertising nationally during those 
five weeks, most of it in Florida, Ohio, 
and Pennsylvania.

course, our becoming irrelevant 
doesn’t just mean being ignored 
presidential candidates. Political par- 
ties and independent advocacy groups 
which have grown increasingly im- 
portant are focusing areas where 
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they can have the biggest effect, and that 
means battleground states. 

Most New Englanders missed out 
on the millions of dollars of advertise- 
ments that ran before the votes on 
the new Medicare prescription-drug 
plan, for instance, or on Social Security 
privatization. George W. Bush didn’t 
bring his road show of Iraq War “town 
meetings” here. 

That’s again large part due 
electoral-college politics. It’s also because 
many this area’s congressmen and 
senators are considered so safe, so pre- 
dictable in their voting that it’s not worth 
trying influence their constituents. 

“Presidential and national politics 
has been skewed to certain states,” says 
Michael Democratic political 
consultant in Maine. “It’s a disservice 
that we are leaving people out of the 
public debate.” 

This sort of exclusion was exacerbated 
during the 2006 midterm elections, 
which were fought with new, increas- 
ingly favored “independent expendi- 
tures” made primarily by PACs, 527s, 
and political-party committees. In the 
last midterm election, in 2002, the two 
major parties’ national committees, 
congressional committees, and senate 
committees distributed most of their 


$827 million to state parties and can- 
didates. Combined they spent just $3 
million on independent expenditures, 
according Congressional Quarterly’s 
PoliticalMoneyLine. In 2006, that figure 
shot up to $200 million. Meanwhile, 
dozens of outside groups did much the 
same, having learned from the 2004 
presidential race, and spent hundreds of 
millions on their own. 

But when parties and interest groups 
spend that way, they’re looking for mul- 
tiple bangs for their buck — a Senate race 
that overlaps with close congressional 
races, perhaps, that takes place ina 
2008 presidential battleground state. 
The lack such overlap these parts 
yet another reason why relatively little 
attention was given New England this 
fall even though the region was chock 
full highly competitive races. And 
doesn’t help that much the area 
reachable primarily through expensive 
media markets in Boston and New York, 
stretched out sparsely populated 
districts hard cover easy buys. 

total, New England’s congres- 
sional races drew $8 million in indepen- 
dent expenditures, from party commit- 
tees and interest groups, average 
about $365,000 per race, according to 
PoliticalMoneyLine figures less than 
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half the national average. Even New 
Hampshire’s two races, which both 
flipped from red blue, received less 
than $250,000 in independent expendi- 
tures total. 

The region’s state parties also got the 
short end the stick. New Hampshire’s 
State Democratic Committee received 
just $67,900 from the Democratic 
Congressional Campaign Committee, 
compared with more than $300,000 
given to each of the parties in Colorado, 
New Mexico, and Indiana. 


POWERHOUSE? 

Of course, in the halls of Congress, 
where it really matters, the region has 
always had some the most powerful 
political figures in the country. Ted 
Kennedy is certainly on that list, as is 
John Kerry. And with Democrats taking 
charge the House Representatives, 
veterans such Markey, Barney 
Frank, Marty Meehan, and William Dela- 
hunt will become more powerful. 

New England aiso sends number 
crucial centrists to the US Senate, where 
the ultra-thin margin of Democratic 
control will make these moderates criti- 
cal to any action. 

Their power was apparent in the “C»ng 
of 14” coalition — seven senators from 


each party — that forged a compromise on 
judicial appointments 2005. That gang 
included four New Englanders: Collins 
and Snowe of Maine, Lincoln Chafee 

of Rhode Island, and Joe Lieberman of 
Connecticut. 

“In the 1980s, [New England] was 
pound-for-pound the strongest delega- 
tion, and now it is again,” says Ferson. 

“I think Maine and the rest of New 
England are in ascendance right now” 
because of Democratic control, says Sax]. 

For more evidence, one need only 
think back to 2005, and the announce- 
ment of recommended military-base 
closings — with half of the proposed 
job losses slated for tiny New England. 
The region’s political muscle went 
into action and most of those jobs 
were saved. 

Nevertheless, the perception 
regional congressional power might 
a tad overblown. The switch in party 
power means that New Englanders 
will now chair five Senate committees 
instead of three. In the House, it’s one 
instead of zero, as Barney Frank takes 
the gavel for the financial-services com- 
mittee. And while the Massachusetts 
delegation in the House includes some 
powerful veteran figures, including 
Frank, Markey, Meehan, and John Olver, 
all of whom predate the 1994 Republican 
takeover, the other New England states 
are a very different story: five of their 12 
representatives are freshmen. 

the Senate, the region main- 
tains its longstanding disproportionate 
influence, sending percent the 
nation's senators from just two percent 
of the territory and five percent of its 
population. And eight those will now 
caucus with the Democratic majority — 
including some of the most senior mem- 
bers: Kennedy, Kerry, Patrick Leahy, and 
Christopher Dodd. 

But small significance that 
New England’s moderate-Republican 
senators are endangered species. 
Chafee lost his job this fall. And of the 
four remaining, two — Susan Collins 
of Maine and John Sununu of New 
Hampshire will face tough re-election 
challenges in 2008.

HOW WILL GOVERNOR PATRICK WORK THE PRESS? 


TOUGH THE TOP 


Former governor Bill Weld may 
have avoided press criticism 
with the hale-fellow-well-met 
manner he used with reporters, 
but cozying up to the media is 
trickier for presidents. Com- 
pare Bill Clinton and George W. 
Bush: while Clinton enjoyed 
schmoozing with reporters, 
the press cut him precious 
little siack from the outset. 
But Bush's evident disdain for 
the press produced relatively 
credulous treatment during the 
early part of his presidency. Of 
course, there were complicat- 
ing factors in each case — e.g. 
Monica Lewinsky and 9/11 

— and as the iraq debacle con- 
tinues, the media's soft touch 
with Bush finally seems to be 
fading away. 


here are a few ways to interpret 
Deval Patrick’s weeklong mil- 
lion-dollar inaugural bash, 
which includes festivities 
throughout Massachusetts and 
concludes with Patrick’s swearing-in 
outside the State House on January 4. 
Maybe it’s celebration the people 
who made his victory possible; maybe 
it’s overblown ego-fest. But there’s 
third possibility too namely, that 
Patrick’s straight-to-the-people inaugu- 
ral is a metaphor for his nascent press 
strategy. “This inaugural, with its out- 
side setting and big screens — I think 
Patrick’s goal is to let as many people as 
possible decide what they've seen,” says 
a Boston journalist who asked not to be 
identified by name. “What that does is, 
diminishes the role the media 
interpreter. And think like that. 
think likes regular people, and 
think regular people like him. 


WILL TELL 

It may seem a bit early to ask how Gov- 
ernor Patrick plans to work the media, 
since hasn’t actually started doing the 
job yet. But the decisions Patrick and his 
surrogates made during the campaign 
and after general-election win 
offer some tantalizing clues. 


Early on, Patrick the candidate 
showed a remarkable knack for face-to- 
face interactions with journalists. At 
press conferences, Patrick acted almost 
like his own media liaison, closing the 
proceedings asking reporters they 
were satisfied — “You guys have every- 
thing you need?” — and occasionally 
offering helpful advice. (Everyone who 
was there seems to remember Patrick 
warning Alison King that her 
hair was the way FOX-25 reporter 
Joe Battenfeld’s camera.) “Basing it on 
the campaign,” second Boston journal- 
ist says, “probably the best weapon they 
have deal with the press Patrick 
himself.

Ah, but there’s the catch! Journalists 
like their politicians available 
demand; they also want the con- 
duits through which all sensitive infor- 
mation flows.

RIVETTE: 
DIFFERENTIAL 


For many backlashing film scholars and 
canonical cinéastes, most of the big play- 
ers in the French New Wave — Truffaut, 
Chabrol, Rohmer, Resnais, etc. — have 
been, over time, at least a touch overrated, 
save two: Jean-Luc Codard and Jacques 
Rivette. Godard’s pioneering, intransigent 
brilliance has certainly had its glory time 
on the public radar in the last 45 years, 
but Rivette? Qui est-ce? In many ways the 
movement’s phantom outlaw, Rivette, 
the subject of a major Harvard Film 
Archive retrospective this month, shares 
the same acre of history with his much 
more famous compatriots, but here he’s 
virtually unknown. Older filmgoers might 
recall the Anna Karina nunnery saga LA 
RELIGIEUSE|THE NUN (1966; January 5 @ 9:15 
pm + January 6 @ 6:30 pm), and the next 
generation will surely remember LA BELLE 
NOISEUSE (1991; February 2+ 4@7 pm), 
surely the most-seen Rivette movie by sim- 
ple virtue Emmanuelle buck- 
naked presence as an artist’s model, occu- 
pying hours of screen time. But otherwise 
has been apostate, voice from 
strange and personal territory that has 
been largely unmarketable even 
urban film culture community high 
Antonioni, Bergman, and Godard. 

It’s not difficult to fathom why — from 
the beginning, Rivette’s films have occu- 
pied dream-time parallel reality, inex- 
plicit, vaporous republic chock-a-block with 
free-associative consciousnesses, unread- 
able connections, causes without effects, ir- 
rational but contagious suspicions, 
metaphoric ghosts, characters matter-of- 
factly existing outside the flow “real” 
life, searches for unarticulated goals, social 
orchestrations centered on illusions, and 
anxieties about unseen phenomena. Which 
is all to say, Rivette’s movies are movies at 
their moviest — to understand him as an 
artist grasp his notion movies 
alternate universe that mirrors our own but 
that in the mirroring disconnects experi- 
ence from our complacent knowledge 
life. The films are seductions whereby we 
are lured, by the very cinematic apparatus 
we trust to tell us clear and enthralling sto- 
ries 0 ideas of authentic otherness, of 
leaved from our neurotic be- 
liefs in autonc nniscience. In ordi 
nary movies we know everything we need 
to know, like gods; in Rivette’s ceuvre,

Following his singular ideas what cin- 
ema should (Rivette began one the 
more lacerating Cahiers cinéma critics, fa- 
mous for declaring that for single camera 
movement Kapo director Gillo Pontecorvo 
“is worthy the most profound con- 
tempt”), the filmmaker has also become fa- 
mous for redefining movie length his 
most notorious film, the rarely seen Out One 
(1970), is more than 12 hours long, another 
semi-improvised tapestry unarticulat- 
able uneasiness, with vast cast obses- 
sive characters (the stars include Jean- 
Pierre Léaud, Juliet Berto, and Bulle Ogier) 
rehearsing two different Aeschylus plays si- 
multaneously and surviving monstrous 
narrative chaos the process. (After shoot- 
ing his contribution the 1995 omnibus 
film Lumiére which was predicated 
contemporary directors using the origi- 
nal Lumiére camera to craft their own 51- 
second Lumiére movie — Rivette smiled to 
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the camera and said, “Too short.”) Out One’s 
length itself becomes the defining theme 
the film however demanding, after 
quarter third, the film begins occupy 
and control your consciousness like pow- 
erful hallucinogen. (For Rivette, short 
movies are form evasion that allow the 
viewer get and get out too easily, 
without commitment sacrifice.)

In Climates, the time is out of joint, and 
something wrong the way vision 
breaks down the world and puts back to- 
gether, even though what the film shows 
seems all simple and immediately 
understandable things. University profes- 
sor Isa (played the film’s director, Nuri 
Bilge Ceylan) holiday with his girl- 
friend, Bahar, art director (Ebru Cey- 
lan, the director’s real-life wife), and ten- 
sions that have probably long been present 
between them come to the surface in 
strange, unpredictable ways.

Rivette sounds like mercurial quanti- 
ty, that’s because ordinary beauty, 
pyrotechnics, narrative logic, and character 
psychology don’t interest him the least.

Nuri Bilge Ceylan captures the

THE IMPORTANCE BEING RIDICULUS 


OSCAR WILDE THE AMERICAN REPERTORY THEATRE 


David oods 


You wouldn't think that an effective way into the heart 
of Oscar Wilde's The importance of Being Earnest 
would be to play down the comedy's slapstick farce, stento- 
rian wit, fast pacing, or romantic heterosexuality. But only if 
you haven't seen David Woods and jon Haynes, who play all 
nine of Wilde's characters. The duo, a/k/a Ridiculusmus, un- 
der the astute direction of jude Kelly, are giving all the time- 
honored productions — including the classic 1952 movie with 
Edith Evans — a run for their money at the American Reper- 

tory Theatre (through january 14). 

One way that ART artistic director Robert Woodruff, who 
just announced that he’s following johnny Damon and 
Nicholas Martin back to New York at the end of this season, 
has distinguished himself and the theater during his tenure 
has been by importing first-class experimental theater from 
around the world. Ridiculusmus is based in London, where 
Woods and Haynes have established themselves as a comic 
duo specializing new work. Kelly, well-regarded and 
much-honored British director, became a fan, and they en- 
listed her take established play. 

Finding new ways to look at classic work has always been 
a large part of ART's mission, so the collaboration fits the 
Loeb Stage like one of Lady Bracknell’s gloves, particularly 
when the talent is as jaw-droppingly good as it is here. This 
is not the camp exercise one might well expect from two 
males playing four women and five men in a comedy about 
mixed-up identities and romantic liaisons. 

The natural tendency drag highlight the differ- 
ences between the sexes stretching the vocal range from 
bass to soprano — or to reverse direction and make the 
women seem unnaturally Throw few facial distor- 
tions and you're ready for Provincetown. 

What makes Haynes and Woods riveting for two and a 
half hours is their ability to upend conventions of camp and 
traditional theater simultaneously. “Gender-bending” may

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be an overused term at a time when Dame Edna is a main- 
stream sensation, but these guys make her/his pursuits 
seem trivial. As they switch identities, snap off one-liners, 
and about the stage changing the music, lighting, and 
scenery, their basic demeanor changes in mostly minimal 
ways from one character to another, relying more on wigs and 
costume changes than over-the-top switches in dynamics. 
The bare-pated Woods (think Ben Kingsley Sexy 
Beast) gives the same raw — dare we say masculine? — edge 
to John Worthing's ward, Cecily, as he does to JW himself. 
When his Lady Bracknell enters the room, it’s as if Cardinal 
Richelieu were about to have the musketeers garroted. 
Haynes also plays the not-so-good lady when circum- 
stances demand, but more the pretty (think 
Anthony Andrews in Brideshead Revisited) as both Algernon 


and Gwendolen. 


Both men have exquisite timing, slipping nimbly in and 
out costumes while calmly delivering their lines with unex- 
aggerated grace and articulation. If this isn't strait-laced 
Wilde, it is straight-faced. The humor won't get anyone 
rolling the aisles, but might get audiences paying more 
attention to Wilde’s world, and ours. 

Wilde, of course, was a gay man trying to live in a hetero- 
sexual world, and there are hints such things the come- 
dy. In a traditional performance we root for the quartet to 


wind together, but that really issue here. 


Wilde's satire storms to the front. These are all ridiculous 
characters, shaped by the mores of their times, who have too 
much money to think of anything beyond whether to have 


cake or muffins with their tea. 


Ridiculusmus shape-shifts the play into something 
Wilder than what we're used to, so don’t go expecting to see 
Edith Evans. But as Haynes, Woods, and Kelly prove, there's 
more than one way to skin a Lady Bracknell.

Sticking the man 


Five centuries protest art Harvard

In 1969, Harvard University students ral- 
lied support the creation black-stud- 
ies program and protest the Vietnam War, 
the presence ROTC campus, and the 
university’s expansion into surrounding 
communities. Events boiled over when 
protesters commandeered University Hall 
and police, on administration orders, 
roughly evicted them. Hotheads all 
sides prevailed. T-shirt printed the 
Harvard Strike Poster Workshop the 
midst of the hubbub, and included in the 
exhibit “Dissent!” Harvard’s Fogg Mu- 
seum, bears a blocky red fist and a wonder- 
ful long list student grievances: “Strike 
because you hate cops . . . strike to become 
more human .. . strike because there’s 

smash the corporation strike abol- 
ish race strike because they are trying 
squeeze the life out you.” 

“Dissent!” fiery greatest hits 
five centuries such protest art. Here’s 
Edouard circa 1871 lithograph 
French soldiers firing into Paris crowd. 
There’s 16th-century Reformation wood- 
cut complaining that the pope playing 
us for suckers; we see a wolf wearing a 
pope hat seducing sheep away from Jesus. 
A1770 knockoff of a Paul Revere broadside 
(who was knocking off somebody else) 
shows dastardly redcoats gunning down 
Bostonians in what became known as the 
Boston Massacre. The prints and pub- 
lications offer a who’s who of art rabble 
rousers: Honoré Daumier, Francisco de 
Goya, Kathe Kollwitz, José Guadalupe 
Posada, Pablo Picasso, Joseph Beuys. It’s 
important that we see and study this stuff, 
but the challenge for institutional exhibits 
curator Susan Dackerman 
doesn't solve — is how to embrace protest 
art without neutralizing it. 

The works that retain the most power to 
inspire are the Technicolor posters Sister 
Corita, a Los Angeles Roman Catholic nun 
and college art teacher who left the sister- 
hood and moved to Boston in 1968 — where 
her legacy is most prominent as the design- 
those rainbow stripes the Boston 
Gas tank along Route Dorchester. The 
show offers six eye-popping hot-pink, blue, 
and yellow screemprints from 1969 that con- 
demn the Vietnam War, poverty, and the 
oppression African-Americans. Corita, 
who died 1986, had pop sensibility, of- 
ten appropriating and rejiggering corporate 


logos, package designs, and advertising 
slogans. Here she incorporates images 

mourning Coretta Scott King, smiling 
Eugene McCarthy, a black boy crying on 
the cover Life magazine, captured Viet- 
cong fighter from the front Newsweek. 

A Passion for the Possible takes a quote from 
Yale chaplain and activist William Sloane 
Coffin: “Realism demands pessimism, but 
hope demands that take dim view 
the present because hold bright view 
the future, and hope arouses nothing 
else can arouse passion for the possible.” 
Corita creates sparks by combining such 
subtle and moving texts they often sound 
like something e.e. cummings might have 
written — with her crackerjack eye for 
color, typography, and composition, eye 
that’s apparent here she creates rhythm 
and emphasis switching back and forth 
between mechanical typefaces and her 
handwritten script. 

Ben Shahn’s 1960 anti-nuke fundrais- 
ing poster with its sketch cackling 
black death mask flanked blue stripe 
bomb?) and the slogan, urgent capital 
letters, “Stop H Boms Tests” — remains 
striking and fresh. Jenny Holzer’s five 
Inflammatory Essays posters, originally 
pasted Manhattan streets between 
1979 and "82, are powered by their tone, a 
menacing voice from some invisible force 
keeping eye you. One the 
more, uh, upbeat ones warns: “All 
you rich fuckers see the beginning 
the end and take what you can 
while you know that your 
future with don’t give 
more reason hate you.” 

Andy Warhol contributes a 1964 
screenprint police siccing dogs 
blacks who are protesting segrega- 
tion schools and lunch counters 
Birmingham, Alabama, and also poster 
for the 1972 presidential election of a sickly 
green Richard Nixon with the punch line 
“Vote It’s one the few times 
Warhol comes right out and says just what 
means. Could his images Jackie Ken- 
nedy, electric chairs, and hammer-and- 
sickles more than just reflection pop 
culture, as they are generally understood? 
Could they have also been chosen for their 
political meaning? 

The show’s recent works are mostly 
lame. Like the Warhols, they’re mostly 
art-gallery collectibles, often art stars 
working out character, rather than 
street-smart agitprop. Raymond Pettibon 
tosses off print bloody eagle bursting 
apart. Fred Tomaselli paints exploding 
psychedelic mask over newspaper photo 
Bernard Ebbers after been found guilty 
corporate fraud. Take that! 


poster collecting David Rees’s Get Your 
War comics seems have been made 
by someone who doesn’t understand the 
power his work. Published newspa- 
pers and magazines and on-line, his strips 
lambasting the Bush administration’s han- 
dling Afghanistan, Iraq, and Hurricane 
Katrina reach millions via their wide syn- 
dication, then get clipped out and stuck 
refrigerators and cubicles. It’s classic ex- 
ample the power cheap, mass media 
get the word out. The poster’s smaller print 
run and higher cost means reaches fewer 
folks and it’s hard read besides. 

Sculptor Richard Serra’s protest T-shirt 
and poster find him out his element 
and frothing the mouth with mindless 
indignation. Under the slogan “Stop Bush” 
appears his hamhanded black 
oil-stick drawing the iconic image that 
hooded, wired, tortured Abu Chraib pris- 
oner. Serra turns this scene into deperson- 
alized silhouette that leeches its charge and 
fails help empathize with the horror 
that man being humiliated. 

Art tends have come art institu- 
tions before institutions take notice, and 
that creates another problem for shows like

this. The best political art avoids institu- 
tions; institutions are part the problem 
it’s railing against. “Dissent!” overlooks 
vital work fringe folks like the Fort 
Thunder/Dirt Palace gang from Providence, 
who have been busy pumping out protest 
posters for the past decade when they 
making advertisements for their 
below-the-radar rock shows. Also missing: 
any of the banners, posters, or pamphlets 
produced since the Vermont’s Bread 
and Puppet Theatre, which led Peter 
Schumann, one the most influential pro- 
test artists the past century. 

used feel that artists who confined 
their political art galleries were scaredy 
cats, hiding out order avoid the hurly- 
burly worldly political engagement. But 
maybe art institutions are good place for 
political art, because there can focus its 
efforts influencing the powerful elite. 
T-shirt featuring doofus portrait 
George Bush and the deliciously snarky 
slogan “Blame Yale” reminds the 
power Harvard audiences remake our 
world. Our president did his undergrad 
studies Yale, but then, course, went

0) Whether pasted tidily in albums, framed and displayed in 
the den, tossed in a shoebox in the closet, or abandoned 

to the thrift shop, family photos — our own, or those belonging 
to total strangers — are mesmerizing. What era? What holiday? 
What relationship to each other? Sometimes it seems obvious 
(the sullen teenager, the beehive hairdo), sometimes not at all 

(is that an uncle, or a passer-by trapped in another family’s 


scrapbook for all eternity?). Most of us take family pictures with

The first emissary to 
Grand Ayatollah Ali al-Sistani, Iraq’s most 
influential Shiite leader, was a million- 
aire urologist from Florida, not knowl- 
edgeable diplomat. Iraq didn’t need flat 
tax rate reduction import taxes, 
as one of Bremer’s key aides concluded; 
needed electricity. didn’t need 
anti-smoking campaign, Chandrasekaran 
points out; needed emergency rooms 
that were sterile. 

Sealed off the bubble the Green 
Zone, the CPA dreamed pie-in-the-sky 
notions, and when the money started 
rolling in, contractors began rob the 
government blind. But this was not 
time waste cash, matter how much 
the had spend. the CPA dug into 
books, realized the country had 
been running deficits for years.

Brian Vaughan’s world comics

rian Vaughan one the

Tie up, tie down 


Melissa Ferrick takes stock 


t’s always inspiring moment when 

artist goes independent, breaks from 

the major-label corporate structure, and 

joins the brave new world DIY. 

less inspiring moment when the same 
artist collapses from exhaustion few 
years later. 

Melissa Ferrick has been around the 
block few times now. Twelve years ago 
she was wiry, intense folk-rocker just out 
of her teens, writing lacer- 
ating songs about tragic re- 
lationships, tearing her vo- 
cal cords every tune, and 
scaring the pants off 
audience members 
she attracted. With the help 
some influential fans 
including Morrissey, who 
had the unsigned Ferrick 
open tour she went straight the ma- 
jors and released Massive Blur (Atlantic, 
1993), a fully electric album that caught 
much of the early intensity. 

She rested lot the interim; for 
the last few years largely run her own 
career and released her own music. The al- 
bums have chronicled some her personal 
changes: she came out lesbian early 
her career, broke with drugs and 
few years later, and went through stormy 
relationship or two (2000's Freedom, her most 
explicit album, may well be her best). The 
new the Eyes Strangers her eighth studio 
album and 11th overall, and her sixth release 
her own Right label. 

On the surface, not too much has 
changed. Ferrick’s urgent singing and per- 
cussive acoustic guitar style remain recog- 
nizable, and tortured love songs are still a 
specialty (when she writes hopeful one, 
like this album’s opener “Never Give Up,” 
she tends get out the way early). 
Look closely, however, and sounds very 
much like transitional record. She’s writ- 
ten self-depreciating lyrics before, but nev- 
quite pointedly “Stuck” (“Every- 
body look the folk singer, waiting the 
love of her life. Come on and need me!”). 
“Rest Now” marks the first time she’s writ- 
ten about losing friend this case the 
late singer/songwriter Chris Whitley, who 
she got know tour.

4é t is indeed a great pleasure to pres- 
ent to you at this particular time 
— nationally and internationally 
known as the hardest working 
man in show business... the man 
Got the Power,’ ‘Think,’ ‘If You Want Me,’ ‘I 
Don't Mind,’ ‘Bewildered,’ million-dollar- 
seller ‘Lost Someone,’ the very latest release 
‘Night Train’ . . . Let’s everybody shout and 
shimmy! Mr. Dynamite, the Amazing Mr. 
Please Please himself: James Brown and the 
Famous Flames.” 

Those words are shouted above the ris- 
ing screams of a legion of female fans by 
organist and emcee Lucas “Fats” Ponder at 
the beginning of James Brown Live at the Apol- 
lo (Polydor) as he introduces a man who, 
at the time this 1962 concert was being 
put to tape to create one of the best live 
albums ever made, truly needed no intro- 
duction to his audience. Add to that list 
“Please Please Please,” “I Got You (I Feel 
Good),” “Prisoner of Love,” “ Soul Power,” 
“The Payback,” “Papa’s Got a Brand New 
Bag,” “It’s a Man’s Man’s Man's World,” 

“ Cold Sweat,” “Licking Stick-Licking 
Stick,” “Mother Popcorn,” “Out of Sight,” 
“Sex Machine,” and “Living in America,” 
and the titles become a roll call of some of 
the most vital tunes recorded in the rock 
era, and a memorial to their maker — a 
hardscrabble kid who got in trouble with 
the law and found salvation, if not always 
peace, in music and became the Codfa- 
ther Soul. 

Brown also had an important and en- 
during connection with Boston, thanks to 
a 1968 concert he performed here after the 
assassination of Martin Luther King Jr. He 
is credited with maintaining peace in the 
Hub while riots broke out other major 
cities across the county. 

Brown died from congestive heart 
failure Christmas Day, hospital 
Atlanta after being admitted for pneumo- 
nia 48 hours earlier. During his 73 years 
on Earth, Brown revolutionized popular 
music and set a standard for frenzied 
live performances that perhaps other 
musician has equaled. Although age 
slowed his splits, high-speed pirouettes, 
and frenetic footwork in recent decades,

voice remained arresting until 
the end. His tone was shredded and dis- 
tinct soul voice sprung from the clay 
of the city he called home, Augusta, Geor- 
gia, where he was buried on Saturday, 
and from the church, where he first expe- 
rienced the evangelical fervor injected 
into his shows. 

The odds were stacked against Brown 
from the start. was born May 
1933, in a shack in Barnwell, South Caroli- 
Na, poor as can be. Four year later he was 
taken Augusta his aunt Honey, who 
ran a brothel. Soon he was at work: pick- 
ing cotton, shining shoes, and dancing 
for pennies in the streets. He was barred 
from school because his clothes were too 


shabby. And in 1949 he broke into a car 
and was sent prison where spent 
three years before parole. 

Brown started singing jail and joined 
the Gospel Starlighters, group led fu- 
ture Famous Flame Bobby Byrd, when he 
was released. the Starlighters evolved 
into pop band, Brown, who played drums 
and swapped lead vocals with the other 
members, came increasingly the fore. 
the Flames, with Brown providing the 
ignition, they cut “Please Please Please” in 
a basement studio in Macon in 1955. A tal- 
ent scout heard the tune local radio and 
signed them contract with King Re- 
cords, which recut the song and released it 
nationally 1956. 


“Please Please Please” sold a million 
copies, and when “Try Me” hit the top 
the rhythm-and-blues charts two years 
later, Brown’s stardom was concrete — at 
least in the realm of “race” artists. In 1963 
he crossed the color line with the elegant . 
“Prisoner Love,” sweet, soaring bal- 
lad that offset raspy croon with 
an orchestra. It reached No. 18 on the pop 
charts and was followed into the main- 
stream by Live at the Apollo, which became 
the No. 2 album in America. 

During these early years of his career 
Brown was still formulating his style. 
the late musician and journalist Robert 
Palmer explained in his entry on Brown 
in The Rolling Stone Illustrated History of Rock e 
Roll, blend clarion-voiced gospel 
harmonies, driving horns, and exagger- 
ated shuffles wasn’t unique. Ray Charles 
had crystallized the sound of soul music in Sh oe 
1953 with “I’ve Got a Woman.” But Brown 6 
began incorporating Latin cross-rhythms 
and his guitarist Jimmy Nolen had invented 
a choked style of playing cnords that amped 
the group’s rhythmic thrust. 1964 the 
bass and horn lines Brown’s band had 
become percussive under his direction 
that the entire unit had morphed into, es- 
sentially, giant drum kit rhythm. 

his own, Brown had reached back 
his roots and pursued his musical vision 
distill style that embraced the fundamen- 
tal qualities of African music, but with a 
distinctly Western pop-, blues-, and gospel- 
informed spin. Many his compositions 
began based single chord, offset 
by one-, two-, or three-note bursts from the 
horns, staccato guitar riffs, and bass lines 
two three notes. was mesmerizing, 
hypnotic, and at its best — in tunes like 
“Cold Sweat” Got Brand New 
Bag” — nearly heart-stopping. Riding this 
raft of rhythms, Brown's dancing became 
even more physical and percussive. 

With his raw razor-wire voice Brown 
might have become the most popular artist 
America the British Invasion 
nudged him the side the limelight. 
He was arguably the only rock-and-roll era a 
performer equal Elvis Presley vocal 
authority, charisma, stage presence, song 
interpretation, and magnetism. 

was, Brown opened the locks 
the mainstream for Otis Redding, Wilson 
Pickett, Joe Tex, Al Green, and other soul 
testifiers who followed him the charts. 
More than seeding audience for the art- 
ists who recorded for labels like Stax and 
Goldwax in the 1960s, Brown continued to 
influence the direction popular music 
His chiming, choked guitar 
chords, terse bass patterns, and hypnotic 
one-chord foundations became the build- 
ing blocks disco and spread throughout 
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the world embed themselves reggae 
and African music, from the Afro-beat pio- 
neered Fela Kuti the juju exemplified 
King Sunny Adé. And when hip-hop 
arrived, Brown became the most sampled 
man show business. The beats “Funky 
Drummer” alone have been used more than 
100 times rappers. 

Brown also knew how take care 
business. When became dissatisfied 
with the King label’s ability get his 
recordings into stores and onto radio in 
sufficient numbers, he formed his own 
Fair Deal Productions 1964. His next 
sides went Smash, subsidiary 
Mercury Records, and some his biggest 
hits, including “Out Sight” and 
Got a Brand New Bag,” followed. At a time 
when many African-American performers 
were getting Cadillacs instead the roy- 
alty checks justly earned, Brown 
not only controlled his master recordings, 
also became his own manager.

Violence exploded major cities 
African-Americans reacted pain 
and anger. Boston mayor Kevin White 
feared that the Hub might also burst into 
flames, because racial tensions were al- 
ready near flashpoint. considered 
canceling all public events, including 
April 5 James Brown concert at Boston 
Garden. After advisors suggested White 
that scrapping Brown’s show could, it- 
self, be tinder for a riot, the mayor visited 
the Godfather ask they could work 
together keep the peace.

WGBH volunteered broadcast the show 
well.

And when frenzied 
fans went wild and rushed the stage, Brown 
assured police that could handle things 
himself and talked the crowd back into their 
But Brown’s politics were perplexing. 
He performed often for US troops abroad, 
including tours of Vietnam, but endorsed 
Richard Nixon’s second-term election bid.

for Best Rhythm and Blues Recording 
1985. That year also became one the 
first inductees the Rock ’n’ Roll Hall 
Fame.

oday’s funk and soul DJ is either 

who plays the standards — going 

from hit to hit — can be tound 

at bad taverns, late-night com- 
mercial radio, and most weddings. A true 
believer commits to his or her own his- 
tory funk, one that incorporates region 
and genre, disco and electro. So when the 
Cambridge-based Soul-Le-Lu-Jah crew 
needed start off new Wednesday party 
at the Middlesex Lounge, they called on 
one man, Philadelphia’s Cosmo Baker. 

“Normally, I’m hip-hop you 
wanted to break it down. But there’s 
lot that fits within those confines,” 
Baker says the phone from his home 
in Brooklyn. “Being from Philadelphia, 
with its rich history, you kind have 
to run the gamut from funk to soul to 
breaks deep funk and bring- 
ing it all together.” As one-third of the 
world-champion remix crew the Rub, 
Baker has led the charge put funk 
back into modern style, and his lengthy 
tours, from the US to Canada to Europe 
and back, have him spreading his meme 
worldwide. He recently returned from 
touring with Kanye West DJ A-Trak, and 
his crew’s releases (most notably the “It’s 
the Motherfucking Remix” series) catch 
buzz online like Mr. Telephone Man. 

His appearance Cambridge Janu- 
the year Cosmo Baker. got 
bunch stuff coming out right now, 
between and the other guys the 
Rub,” says. “The CDs that put out, 
we try to be consistent with that. We've 
got some ‘Best mixes coming out: 
Best Reggae, Best Hip-Hop, Best 
Dancehall. Other than that, I’ve gota 
good amount of solo stuff coming.” In 
addition high-visibility remix Tal- 
ib Kweli, Baker is plotting a sequel to his 
XXXplosion mix project and work with 
talented MC Plastic Little, all related to 
the resurgence of funk hotbed Philadel- 
phia. Sean Quinn, on the other hand, is 
the guru Boston’s rising funk tide. 
the de facto captain of what he calls a “DJ 
army,” Quinn’s Soul-Le-Lu-Jah night at 
Central Square has hipsters and 
their friends falling out the club every 
Saturday. 

“For our new night, we wanted some- 
thing that fit the vibe the club,” says 
Quinn the phone from Boston. “And 
Cosmo, well, all his remixes and mix 
CDs, are amazing.” When Quinn wanted 
to launch his new night, Soul Touch, he 
and fellow soul DJ Pj Crey immediately 
called on Cosmo. “It’s through PJ that I 
ended linking with this gig,” Baker 
says. One of Quinn's funk corporals, 


PJ Grey hosts the Galactic Fractures radio 
show (on WMFO) and popular website. 
something that I’ve had radar 
for a few years now,” Baker says. “He’s 
right up my alley when it comes te what 
into musically. For the past year 
so, been corresponding, sending 
mixes back and forth.” This correspon- 
dence brings Baker Cambridge for this 
special appearance, where the celebrated 
hip-hop head gets spin his classic col- 
lection, some of which can be sampled in 
a mix at www.thePhoenix.com. 

“This? I’m definitely going have the 
room spread out,” Baker says excitedly. 
“So to speak . . . and stretch my limbs, 
speak, the funk side things. 
It’s been long time since done 
funk night.” Like Philly’s Cash Money, 
Baker cut his teeth Djing soul and funk, 
primarily his now-mythical “Finger 
Lickin’ " funk-45 night at the 700 Club. 
“DJ Cash Money is a good example of a 
Philly He’s one the greatest hip- 
hop DJs in the world, but at the same 
time he’ll do a night of funk 45s and raw 
stuff like that.” Baker also cites Jazzy 
Jeff and Roots drummer part 
of Philly history. “That’s the nature of 
the game coming from Philadelphia. 
Drawing the parallel lines between dif- 
ferent genres, and it’s kind become 
calling card.” 

Baker is part of a new kind of music 
business model, one that subsists mostly 
on tours and remixes. “We do make a 
lot of money off the tours, and that’s a 
wonderful thing, because you are able 
to command a price, and that’s net, you 
know?” Baker’s remix requests are slowly 
coming in, but expect them get faster 
and faster. “The remix game doesn’t pay 
all that much, unless your name is, like, 
Diplo. And even then it doesn’t come 
around all that often. But companies will 
allocate certain budget just for remix, 
knowing that that remix going puta 
group over the top.” 

Soon enough, expect Baker’s name 
more important than the subject his 
“It’s good game, but it’s not 
that new. When you look back, you've got 
guys like Tom Moulton, who did remixes 
for certain unknown groups. And guys like 
Junior Vasquez and Armand Van Helden 
in the 90s. So the remix game, it’s good 
keep moving and once you have the mo- 
mentum, it’s just matter keeping that 
momentum rolling.”

The roots rock 


Concord unearths the Specialty catalog

n. 1939 Arthur Goldberg went to Hollywood and 

crowned himself Art Rupe, a suitably slick moniker 

for entrepreneur the booming post-war culture 

industry. Not finding much room for newcomers 

the movie biz, Rupe turned music, where could 
more easily locate niche. The apt appellation even- 
tually gave his label, Specialty Records, described the 
“special” market sought: space for the sounds di- 
verse but related racial signatures, the so-called “race 
records” that, over the course Specialty’s run, crossed 
over into the mainstream, recast as rock and roll. 

Rupe’s great skill was finding charismatic per- 
formers with catchy, crafty tunes and producing com- 
pact singles for the jukebox and home markets. Best 
known for Little Richard’s earth-shaking novelty, “Tutti 
Frutti,” Specialty found itself pushing the edges into the 
center from the late-’gos through the late-’sos, inter- 
weaving the resonant strains gospel, blues, jump 
blues, R&B, boogie-woogie, and dance-circuit jazz just 
time reach baby boomer, teenybopper audience 
thirsty for little transgressive pop. Now, some years 
after Specialty ruled the airwaves and dancehalls, Con- 
cord Music Group has issued series compilations 
showcase the catalog. The Specialty Profiles series 
offers familiar favorites well delightful oddi- 
ties, presenting the process detailed picture 
formative moment American popular music. 

The reissues run the gamut from stark lush 
they span the various genres that worked their way into 
what became known rock and roll. the label’s early 
years, Rupe focused West Coast boogie and the sort 
souled-up gospel the Lord’s words animated the 
music that would later further secularized 
the likes of Ray Charles (who himself hired Specialty’s Per- 
cy Mayfield as a chief songwriter in the ’60s). Sam Cooke 
and the Soul Stirrers were flagship group for Rupe, de- 
spite his failure grasp pop potential, afraid that 
embracing the singer’s secular leanings would alienate the 
faithful. Rupe lost Little Richard the 
church around the same time he lost Cooke to the charts.) 
Cooke’s and o~ Stirrers’ profile reveals a well-supported 
lead singer already mining his distinctive vocal swoops 
all in the name of Jesus, of course, even as they give chills 
more down-to-earth tinge. 

Stretching further into the secular market the early 
50s, Rupe went hunting for hits in New Orleans, recording 
sides with Guitar Slim (including the future blues stan- 
dard, “The Things That I Used To Do”) as well as Little 
Richard. The compilations that reach beyond these well- 
worn singles, including discs Louisianans Lloyd Price, 
Larry Williams, and Percy Mayfield, brim with down-home 
and snappy songs few too many instances 
grown men singing about high school girls. Accompanied 
local producer-arranger Dave band (in- 
cluding Fats Domino piano), Price delivers such 
crossover anthems “Lawdy Miss Clawdy,” and invests 
novelty titles and romantic clichés with more pathos than 
seems possible. 

Similarly, Price’s cousin and former valet, Larry 
Williams, pushes R&B toward rock and roll cuts such 
“Bony Maronie,” propelling corny rhymes and grade-school 
lines with inspired singing, electric guitars, squawking 
saxes, and snares that snap. The punchy arrangements 
sound fresh next today’s synthesized beeps and bleats, 
but after while one starts hear the assembly line 
work these discs bit more clearly than Specialty’s 
other recordings, such those Roy Milton John Lee 
Hooker, which showcase seasoned performers improvising

their way through their staple repertories. 

Milton, an LA-based drummer-vocalist and bandleader 
and one the first record for Rupe, was known for big 
blues numbers, connecting the dots between Count 
Basie and Louis Jordan and showing how swing jazz plays 
into the rock and roll gumbo. The Hooker collection shows 
the unique bluesman playing his signature minimal, dron- 
ing blues, usually to a beat all his own, foot stomping 
steady while his hands and voice roam. You can’t count 
2-3-4, and you can’t count it 1-2-3; you just gotta count 1-1-1- 
Hooker plays like one-man Coleman band, 
riffing harmolodic shrugs the weight the world off 
his shoulders and usually onto some woman. 

another anonymous woman, however, who may 
turn the most stirring performance the series. 
Singing haunting demo version Percy 
“Hit the Road Jack” song the composer would later re- 
shape for Ray Charles’s smash), Mayfield’s unnamed fe- 
male partner holds darker-than-blue tri-tone the 
chorus’s “moooooooore” way Ray Charles wouldn’t 
dare.

Mayfield’s own recordings were not all huge hits, but his 
collection offers fine performances well-crafted songs, 
including “Please Send Someone Love” and 
“Louisiana,” showing his unique voice the 
sense his vocal “grain” well his compositional 
style. (And his own musical legacy were not substan- 
tial enough, he’s also the father Curtis.) 

Although these collections especially taken whole 
may strike the casual listener presenting familiar, 
not downright repetitive, profile mid-century pop, 
closer listen the range and depth the Specialty catalog 
reveals some wonderfully original attempts crafting 
popular sound that could both sway the grass roots and 
crossover the mainstream.

The song is a tongue-tripping lam- 
poon of creationism that ends with 
Darwin getting into the picture and 
the finale “Yes, you and your cat 
named Felix/Are both wrapped up 
in that double helix/That's what 
we call intelligent design.” The rest 
of Smither’s 12th album is just as 
good: sad, beautiful love songs like 
the Tex-Mex-flavored “Cold Trail 
Blues,” politically savvy cultural 
commentaries like “Diplomacy,” 
the life-affirming title track, and 
wisely chosen covers — Dylan's “Vi- 
sions of Johanna” and John Hurt’s 
“Blues in the Bottle,” which show- 
cases Smither’s blues-based guitar 
technique. And on top of that the 
damn thing rocks whenever 
Smither kicks up the tempo, 
thanks to a more-than-capable sup- 
porting cast that includes the band 
Ollabelle on backing vocals. It’s all 
proof that Smither'’s artistry, ener- 
gy, and outlook remain vital nearly 
40 years into his career.

®®® THE BYRDS | THERE ISA 
SEASON | Sony Legacy | Not only 
has every significant album by the 
Byrds been reissued in expanded 
form with bonus tracks, demos, 
outtakes, and live recordings, but 


the band many labeled as Ameri- 
ca’s answer to the Beatles were 
one of the first to be boxed in the 
CD era, back in 1990. That four- 
disc Byrds retrospective is now out 
of print. Legacy must have had to 
dig pretty deep to come up with 
the five previously unreleased 
recordings that rest among the 99 
tracks that cover the four CDs 
here. And none of them are par- 
ticularly revealing. There Is a Season 
does take a wider view of the band 
in that it includes several folky 
tracks recorded before Roger 
McGuinn, Gene Clark, and David 
Crosby settled on the name the 
Byrds, as well as a couple of 
Clark's songs from a '73 reunion 
album. But the heart of the set is 
the familiar jangly folk-rock 
everyone associates with the 
Byrds, as well as the country ex- 
cursions with Gram Parsons — 
recordings that laid the ground- 
work for what's come to be known 
as alt-country. No doubt There Isa 
Season is a fitting complement to 
the Gram Parsons set released last 
June, the three-disc The Complete 
Reprise Sessions. But really, There Isa 
Season’s bonus DVD, which fea- 
tures a half-hour of classic clips of 
the band performing live and lip 
synching their hits, is the only 
thing here that hardcore Byrds 
fans won't already have in their 
collection. And, ultimately, it's 
those hardcore fans who are the 
real audience for comprehensive 
box sets like this.

SUMMER | Editions Mego | Origi- 
nally released in 2001, this fuzzed- 
out masterpiece by the Vienna- 
based Christian Fennesz is finally 
back in print, with two bonus 
tracks, a snazzy new cover, anda 
sharper mix from Fennesz him- 


self. Endless Summer was a turning 
point in experimental electronic 
music, the moment when melody 
and cacophony learned to love one 
another. Though the title is a nod 
to the Beach Boys, the album 
owes more to My Bloody Valentine 
and the Jesus and Mary Chain, a 
lineage made evident by the fuzzy 
guitars and clicks and loops hover- 
ing above a distant pop landscape 
on “Shisheido.” But on tracks like 
“A Year in a Minute,” the ambient 
nature of the work persists, evok- 
ing a mood far more than a 
thought. But that’s exactly what 
makes Endless Summer so revolution- 
ary: though it’s electronic, the 
music here is alive. It may be un- 
settling and initially inaccessible, 
perhaps, but it comes across as 
human, breathing, and evolving. 
Don’t expect anything as easy on 
the ears as the Postal Service, but 
given the chance, there’s a lot of 
pleasure to be found in this ab- 
stract work of art.

THE IRISH DISTRACTION 

Perhaps the FBI and the Bulger Task Force 
were too emotionally invested their Irish 
leads care much about San Diego. Whitey 
fever had them its clutches this year when 
the Irish Garda notified them that they 
Whitey look-alike they’d been watching, and 
they had him video and audio tape. They 
were quite confident (70 percent confident, 
they claimed) they had their man.

The cop came and saw someone who 
didn’t look sound like Bulger the voice 
was too high, he says, too whiny, too Irish 
in its brogue. He was noncommnittal, but the 
surveillance operation in Ireland continued, 
apparently undimmed the cop’s assess- 
ment, until the Garda and the bureau moved 
the Bulger-who-wasn’t and the Irish illu- 
sion was popped like overblown balloon. 

Back Boston, the old cop had walked 
out the bureau into the fresh air after see- 
ing the video and joined the ranks other 
FBI outsiders worked with 
the bureau’s Bulger Task Force and who are 
convinced the bureau totally incapable 
finding its man. 

2006 very good year for the 
Bulger Task Force. But then again, none 
them have been very good years . . . unless 
you consider them from the vantage point 
the agents involved. Task force members 
have traveled the world A-list destina- 
tions (including England, Ireland, France, 
Spain, Italy, Thailand, Brazil, and a place 
Uruguay called “the St. Tropez South 
America”) check out Bulger look-alikes.

Since Whitey split, three “SACS” special 
agents charge and assistant SAC have 
come town, each one vowing catch him 
—“There’s a 95 percent chance we’re going to 
find him,” Charles Prouty assured reporters 
2002. And after not finding him, each one 
has left Boston with promotion.

Appropriately enough, Kaiser’s farewell will 
come within what Bulger would have con- 
sidered “grease-gun” range the old Federal 
Courthouse where officially became fugi- 
tive arctic January night 1995. 

Back in 2003, Kaiser fairly swaggered into 
Boston telling the Herald: “There new 
sheriff town.” Calling Bulger’s capture 
his mandate and top priority, Kaiser told 
the Boston Globe, cannot move the Boston 
division forward until get him caught.” 
Tougher still, this the Herald about Bulger: 
“It’s gum shoe and I’m going get 
off. are going catch him.” 

All the tough talk set high bar that 
Kaiser failed clear, but don’t expect any 
his adulatory guests recite those words 
back him over And what’s truly 
breathtaking that the FBI and its federal- 
enforcement cohorts — even US Attorney 
Michael Sullivan expected attend will 
honor Kaiser the anniversary associated 
with what congressional committee has 
called “one the greatest law-enforcement 
failures in history.” 

Absent from the guest list backslappers 
this Friday will the families Bulger’s 
victims, along with the cops the bureau 
sandbagged when they tried to arrest Bulger 
during his reign terror. For them, pairing 
fond farewell Kaiser with the 
farewell years earlier epitomizes arro- 
gance, ineptitude, indifference, all three. 

“It’s so blatant. It’s so in your face,” says 


David Wheeler. His father, Roger, a legiti- 
mate and wealthy businessman, was shot 
between the eyes on the orders of Whitey 
Bulger and former Boston FBI agent 

Paul Rico in the middle of the day in 1981 

far-away Tulsa, Oklahoma, according 
prosecutors. Following the sensational mur- 
der Tulsa’s largest employer, Oklahoma 
investigators came to Boston, but they were 
stonewalled both the FBI and federal pros- 
ecutors. The Wheeler murder went unsolved 
for 20 years, like so many others by junior G- 
men Whitey and Stevie. (After being charged 
in Tulsa, in 2004, Rico died in jail.) 

Over the phone, David Wheeler poses this 
question for Kaiser: “So where’s Bulger? You 
had job do. You didn’t it. why are 
you getting promotion?” 

Chris McIntyre, a surviving relative of 
another Bulger victim, says the January 5 
luncheon like “spitting our face.” 

1984, after getting tip from the 
FBI, Bulger and Flemmi kidnapped Chris’s 
brother John, who'd been cooperating with 
the government. Bulger strangled McIntyre 
with a boat rope while he was tied to a chair, 
and when he failed to die, Whitey shot him 
the back the head. Flemmi pulled his 
teeth out with a pair of pliers and they threw 
him into hole years.

“I really believed Kaiser when he said he 
was the ‘new sheriff in town.’ He turned out 
to be the same old stuff. They don’t want to 
catch Bulger. They’re worse today than they 
were 20 years ago, because they're covering 
up all that crap.” 

From the Parker House to the old 
Federal Courthouse in Post Office Square, 
it’s only a few more blocks — also within 
range of a machine gun from Bulger’s 
arsenal — to the end of High Street and the 
spot where the State Police and DEA team 
spent January 5, 1995, looking for Stever 
Flemmi. They had a warrant for his arrest, 
and that night when they spotted him, 
they executed with gun his head and 
set cuffs. Arresting Bulger was sup- 
posed the assignment. 

“What did the bureau tell you about 
Bulger?” asked retired State Police major 
Tom Duffy, who helped arrest Flemmi. 

“That they had Jimmy pocket,” Duffy 
answered. 

pocket’? those words ring little 
hollow all these years later?” I asked. 

Duffy almost spit: still not pocket.” 

Bulger wasn’t “in pocket,” Duffy 
and the world now know, because he’d 
been warned off by former FBI star John 
Connolly, who gcc the leak of the secret 
indictment and pending arrest from FBI 
supervisor Dennis O'Callaghan, the 
number-two agent the office. 

Don’t count finding Duffy, former 
colonel Tom Foley, detective lieutenant 
Steve Johnson, or DEA agent Dan Doherty at 
the table to toast Kaiser. They were the Svar 
horsemen who led a tight unit of state cops 
that built the case against Bulger the face 
of the FBI's resistance. And they take a dim 
view celebrating anything January 

“The image would better off 
if they ran a fundraiser instead and used 
the money as a down payment on a civil 
settlement with the families Bulger’s and 
Flemmi's many victims,” Duffy says. 

When told about the timing of Friday’s 
tribute to Kaiser, Bulger’s former leg breaker 
Kevin Weeks did what everyone except the 
victims’ families did. laughed. that 
January 5, in 1995, after Weeks learned 
about Flemmi’s arrest on the TV news, he 
paged Bulger, who had been the road 
since Weeks had relayed Connolly’s warn- 
ings to him the last week of December 1994. 

From personal experience, Weeks knows 
how inept and indifferent the bureau was 
tried snare Bulger 
in those early years. In 
what could have been 
a fatal mistake, Bulger 
left his Mercury 
Marquis Long Island 
garage owned by rela- 
tives of Weeks'’s in early 
1995, before taking off in 
another Grand Marquis. 
The original Marquis 
sat there for six years, 
untouched. The bureau 
did come across it, in 
1996, but never tried to 
process fingerprint 
the car until the State 
Police requested 
2001. Before turning 
over, FBI agents checked 
worth processing, and 
gave the State Police

that had long since passed. 

“Maybe Kaiser thinks he’s going 
catch Whitey the laughed Weeks. 
Weeks took plea deal from the feds few 
years ago, took the state cops Bulger’s 
burial sites, revealed his rancid secrets, 
did a stint in prison, and returned to the 
streets of South Boston last year. 

Whether there’s empty chair await- 
ing him not, count Bulger being 


there at the Parker House as much as 


Banquo’s ghost at the banquet. 


“I don’t think Kaiser even knows 


it’s the anniversary or that the bureau 
pays any attention to the day,” says Bob 
Fitzpatrick, once the number-two guy in 
the Boston office. 
“They don’t give a shit in the bureau. 
Kaiser already thinking about his new 
assignment. Bulger isn’t his problem 
anymore. They think Bulger is history. 


It’s over.” 


Fitzpatrick has one the bright roles 
the FBI/Bulger scandal. professional 
profiler, Fitzpatrick questioned Bulger 
1981, determined was psychopath, 
and recommended that the bureau dump 
him. Fitzpatrick lost. supervisor, 
testified in court this year, he found that 
people the bureau were leaking infor- 
mation Bulger, and worse yet, that 
one the leakers was the special agent 
charge! reported them head- 


quarters. 


“The bureau didn’t want hear that 
their own people were leaking the bad 
guys.” Before long, the tables were turned 


Fitzpatrick. appears the bureau even 
told his subordinates, the very people had 
reported the leaks, and Fitzpatrick was 
driven out. 

“Bulger doesn’t matter to them,” he 
says. “The bureau's job is terrorism now. 
Kaiser and the agents there now weren't 
responsible for what happened with 
Bulger. They don’t own that shit. That’s 
the way they look it. Bulger’s history 
and it’s time to move on.” 


HISTORY VIOLENCE 

Decades later, on hot days people in the 
North End could still smell the molasses 
that poured down Commercial Street 
high killing wave 1919, when giant 
molasses tank exploded what became 
known the Great Molasses Flood. 
History sticks. And the far-reaching scan- 
dal what happened inside the Boston 
bureau the FBI, involving murder, vio- 
lence, and the corruption State House 
and a city — its culture, its law enforce- 
ment, and its media can’t washed 
away or wished away with toasts to a 
departing supervisor. 

sticks because Bulger history and 
what happened within the Boston bureau 
the FBI history, “as sordid and rotten 
any set circumstances ever heard 
of,” retired State Superior Court judge 
Robert Barton told few years ago. 

“You can’t have society when people 
who uphold the laws violate them,” he said. 
“TheFBI will have live with black mark 
for generation humble opinion.” 

But both the bureau and Attorney 
Michael Sullivan continue proclaim they 

winning the war. “History doesn’t help 
capture James Bulger. distracts 
from our purpose,” Sullivan pronounced 
2002 the eve the eighth anniversary 
escape from justice. 

When Sullivan said that, threw the 
weight his office behind defending the 
FBI from continuing questions why, 
given the bureau’s history failure, the job 
finding Bulger turned over 
the far more expert Service. 
And he rebuffed the State Police/DEA team 
that had paired with the federal pros- 
ecutor Fred Wyshak cracking the case, 
finding the bodies, and turning Weeks and 
the killing lot Bulger’s mobsters into 
government witnesses. That team’s efforts 
have been scattered to the winds. 

“They were taken off the case upon 
the insistence, when Kaiser was 
charge, and told they could not conduct a 
fugitive hunt,” says Tom Foley, the former 
colonel the State Police who led the team. 

“To take your best people and move 
them further away instead putting 
them charge directing the fugitive 
hunt is a huge mistake,” Foley observes. 
“The FBI is relying on agents who are new 
the area and even new the FBI. It’s 
like nothing changed.” 


Yet at the bureau, Kaiser touts his 
improvement the FBI’s relationships 
with law-enforcement agencies great 
accomplishment. 

“If the FBI were team, they’d 
have the best offensive line the league,” 
says former special agent Bob Fitzpatrick. 
“They never stop attacking.” 

Back San Diego, the cop spotted 
the look-alike was hungry and driven the 
best tradition fugitive hunters. When 
finally got through the specialist 
investigating Bulger sightings Southern 
California, he says, she was dumbfounded 
that had pulled the five images the 
Bulger look-alike from surveillance cameras 
while she had only the one.
